the  Wb  ei  March.  They  had  had  an  In* 
vigiornting  and  delightful  voyage.  Their 
boat  had  all  the  appointments  which  not 
only  nonentity  but  even  taste  could  demand. 
To  float  along  day  alter  day  under  a  sky 
almost  always  without  a  fleck,  the  sport  of 
a  car* ha*  resignation  which  knows  no 
tiaata,  is  about  as  near  an  approach  to  earth¬ 
ly  bliss  aa  an  overworked  brain  can  con 
calve.  But  to  those,  who,  like  myself,  lack 
at  least  the  time  for  the  dahaheleh,  there  is 
great  good  to  body  and  mind  to  be  gained 
by  taking  the  voyage  on  the  steamer.

1  Have  you  road  anything  ia  the  new 
paper*  of  the  good  work  which  Lord  Rad 
stock  Is  doing  here  f  He  Is  an  Euglinh  SO' 
ijfeuian,  about  forty  yean  old,  I  should 
think,  who  has  devoted  all  bis  time  for  se¬ 
veral  year*  past  to  Uy  preaching,  but  most 
ly  in  Great  Britain.  fl«  cume  here  last 
February  and  ha*  reuiained  ever  aince, 
holding  Kervices  nearly  every  day,  either 
iu  French  or  English.  These  have  been 
very  largely  attended  by  the  Uu*siau*^  and 
from  the  highest  rank  too.  It  is  a  very 
wonderful  thing  for  Itussi\  for  you  kuow 
the  Russian*  have  always  been  very  strict 
iu  religious  matters,  and  auy  attempts  to 
make  convert*  from  their  church  has  been 
a  Very  severe  offence.  Indeed,  although 
they  tolerate  other  form*  of  religion  in  the 
Empire  for  /vrstpiwrf,  it  ia  distinctly  uu 
det stood  that  there  must  be  no  interference 
with  thu  Rimm**  ;  and  for  a  Russian  to 
change  hi*  faith  is  s  very  serious  of 
fence.  Why  they  have  allowed  these  ser 
vices,  which  are  clearly  understood  to  be 
lor  the  Russians,  is  quite  a  mystery,  but  so 
it  is.  Lord  B.  naked  permission  from  the 
authorities,  which  they  say  w&*  readily 
granted,  and  there  has  been  a  groat  a* 
mount  oi  interest  all  along.  Very  many 
of  the  court  even,  minister!  of  high  rank 
generals,  (fee.,  have  been  Constant  attend¬ 
ants,  and  they  say  that  many  converts  have 
been  made.  But  of  course  where  there  is 
so  great  a  prejudice  against  a  change  of 
religion,  it  is  more  prudent  not  to  talk 
much  of  tbe  result  in  individual  case*  for 
the  present.  It  is  certain  however,  that  a 
great  amount  of  th ought  has  been  awaken¬ 
ed,  and  m  the  most  aristocratic  circle*.  I 
heard  him  last  Sunday,  and  w*s  very  mnch 
interested.  Hi*  style  is  vwy  simple  and 
earnest,  and  impresses  you  as  that  of  a  man 
whose  whole  heart  is  in  his  work.  Not  a 
discourse,  but  rather  a  plain,  simple  *tudy 
of  Bible  truths,  comparing  one  passage 
with  another,  to  find  out  clearly  what  God 
would  have  us  to  do,  and  then  very  forci- 
bly  urging  it  upon  the  heart  and  conscience. 
I’sai  sum  his  work  here  cannot  fail  to  be 
of  great  importance,  for  such  a  study  of 
the  Bible,  is  a  wonderful  and  unheard  of 
thing  tor  Russia.  I  presume  the  fact  of 
his  lieing  a  nobleman^  wm*  the  chief  reason 
of  his  being  cordially  received  at  the  llist.
